from French seed. Wo both plant out, 
and that summer wo bud on our Bartlotta, 
Sholdons, or Sockets; these buds lie dorm- 
ant till tho next spring, when they grow 
and make one year trooo; still, wo grow 
them till three or (our years' old, and then 
offer them for sale. The roots grdw, too, 
and of nccunsUy must bo, In four years' 
timo, In American Boll and nearly all of 
American growth. 
Yet their trees are 


worked ou French slock, and worth double 
or treble what our's arc because theirs are 
on French stocks. 


Can you BOO tho advantage ? There Is 


not a particle; nor would there bo if they 
could possibly get their stocks or trees even 
at full size, all grown In Franco or any- 
where else. Wo can and do produce just 
as good fruit here In those Western States 
u any other place; and the groat show of 
fruit In Ponsylvunla and Virginia gave the 
first premium to the West—the land whoro, 
In tho language of Daniel Boono concern- 
Kentucky, " man and beast, and fruit,
